At 5; 30 pm on b eC euiber 20th, in order that the BuPSau would have 
available the details of the interviews with GEORGE HEWITT and MAX YERGAN 
conducted by agents of this office on December 20, I dictated a memorandum 
to Mr. Fie t chef' 's secretary, setting forth in some detail the results of 
the interviews*. 



Relative to GEORGE HEWITT, I furnished the information contained 
in the memorandum of SA A. J. Tuohy dated December 20, as furnished to Mr. 
Tuohy by SA Jade Danahy* The information contained in this memorandum was 
supplemented with the following* 



The agents had taken HEWITT in a bureau car to locate the apartment 
where the meeting was held in 1937 or 1938. . HEWITT identified the apartment 
house at 8 West 16 Street as the building in which he thought the meeting 
was held. He was taken into the building and appeared to. be familiar with 
the stairs and identified apartment F-35 as the apartment in question. This 
apartment is occupied by R. P. MADGE who, from inquiries conducted by the 
agents, took occupancy of the apartment subsequent to 1938. Relative to the 
meeting of the NATIONAL NEGRO CONGRESS in Washington about 1940, HEWITT 
advised that MAX YERGAN, JAMES W. FORD, ROSE WORTIS, MAX STEINBERG and BOB 
CAMPBELL were among the persons present,' in addition to the two HISS brothers. 
Relative to the information furnished the Bureau by ALEX CAMPBELL that HEWITT 
had appeared before an INS hearing and had stated he attended many Communist 
meetings with ALGER HISS, HEWITT advised the agents that he had completed ' 
his INS testimony before the CHAM£ERS-HISS case arose in the papers and up 
to that time, he did not know HISS by name. Consequently, he did not see hew 
he could have made such a statement at INS hearings when he did not know HISS 
by name. HEWITT advised that he did not recall any such testimony regarding 
the attending of CP meetings with HISS. / 



Relative to the MAX YERGAN interview, YERGAN advised that he met 
TIM HOLMES (GEORGE HEWITT) in Madison Square Park in August, 1948 for the 
first time. At that time, HEWITT came up and introduced himself and congra- 
tulated YERGAN on leaving the Party. YERGAN advised that he-waw-AIOERHI SS~ ” 'i 




first in April, 1945 at the San Francisco Conference when kl£S~w&g^eeretary ' 
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December 21, 1948 

to STBTTINIUS. He did not know whether HISS is connected with the CP or 
anything concerning the background of HISS. He denied attending CP meetings 
with HISS. YERGAN advised that he was interviewed by Congressmen McDOWELL, 
HANDEL and STOKES last Friday, December 17th, and he told them at that time 
be did not know anything concerning HISS of importance. YERGAN advised that 
in the fall of 1946, PAUL ROBESON brought a woman, named KLEINER (ph) into 
his office at the COUNCIL OF AFRICAN AFFAIRS. ROBESON recommended her for 
employment with the COUNCIL OF AFRICAN AFFAIRS. At that time, she said she 
was a sister-in— law of AIDER HISS. She was employed by the COUNCIL OF 
AFRICAN AFFAIRS from September, 1946 to April, 1947 as a representative of 
the Council to go daily to the UN and write up any happenings there for the 
benefit of the Council* YERGAN recalled that she lived at 10 Mitchell Place, 
New York City, with a woman named EDITH ATWATER. YERGAN had no information 
regarding KLEINER’S background except that during the war, she chimed to be 
coordinating information for the War Department on material coming from the 
Balkan states and therefore, she may have been an employee of the War Depart- 
ment. YERGAN does not know whether she was a Communist or not. She left 
the COUNCIL OF AFRICAN AFFAIRS to go to work for the WOODROW WILSON FOUNDATION, 

YERGAN advised that he was not served with a subpoena by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities but was merely told to hold himself in 
readiness for a call from them. He got the impression that the information 
he gave was not of importance. 

Mr, Fletcher was further advised that HEWITT was served with a 
subpoena for appearance before the Grand Jury on December 21st and that 
service was made by the U. S* Marshal* He was further advised that Mr*

During the interview, which was for the purpose of determining LEVINE *3 ’ 

. knowledge of ALGER 'HISS' espionage activities and Communist affiliations, the v 
name of LAWRENCE DUGGAN was injected. AAC. : 

IEVINE stated that at the interview which he had arranged between 
WHITTAKER CHA'G3£RS and Assistant Secretary of State ADOLPH A. BERLE at BER1£ 'S y 
home, Woodley House, on September 2, 1939, CHAMBERS had enumerated a number of 
individuals in the State Department who were supplying the Communist Apparatus 
(CKAVFFRS' description of the Communi st-Russian espionage group), among whom ■ 
was LAWRENCE DUGGAN. As LEVINE would mention each name he would accompany it 
with a comment.
